International Union of Electrical, 
Radio and Machine Workers Un- 
ion (AFL-CIO) was sued Tuesday 
by Emerson Electric Co., which 
has been picketed by the. union 
since June 20. 


The firm filed suit in Greene 


County Chancery Court, charging 
the union and some of its mem- 
bers with various acts of violence 
against its employes. The suit also 
charged 
intimidation and coer- 


cion and the hindrance of access 
to the plant. 


It said pickets spread tacks and 


other objects near the plant en- 
trance, that intimidating and in- 
sulting phone calls were made to 
non-striking employes and those 
hired to take jobs of strikers. 


The suit charged that strikers 


had damaged automobiles and oth- 
er personal property and threat- 
ened employes with physical vio- 
lence. 


Union officials had no qomment. 
Violence erupted during the sec- 


ond week of the strike, when cars 
were splashed with paint, tacks 
were spread in plant driveways 
and two cars were hit by rifle 
shots. No one was hurt. 


Sunday night an empty car and 


a pickup truck were struck by 
blasts' from a. ,12 gauge shotgun. 
The car belonged to the husband 
of an Emerson employe; the pick- 
up to an employe. 


Negotiations for a new contract 


broke down in mid-June and pe- 
riodic attempts made since then 
for settlement of the strike have 
been for the most part fruitless. 


After the last meeting Saturday 


the union said the only remaining 
area of dispute was union dues 
checkoff.

ican. British and French garri- 
sons.
